KRUPP’S LATEST CUN. 

A Monster Cannon which Hurls a two- 
ton Shot. 


sc bas Dec. 11.—The Army 
and Navy Register gives in a letter from 
a United States official at Crefeld, Ger- 
many tHe first published announcement 
of the test of the new Krupp gun which 
has just been completed there. The 
weight of this piece of ordnance is 118 
tons. Eight hundred and forty pounds 
of powder are used in a single charge 
and it sends a shot weighing nearly two 
tons through thirty-eight inches of solid 
iron at a distance of over half a mite.

But the National Policy does 
not work in that way: What it amounts to 
ix simply a license to certain manufacturers 
to rob the rest of the community. The laa 
is expressly and deliberately arranged to en- 
able the men who make agricultural machin- 
ery to charge thirty-five per cent more than 
the price in the United States. It is per- 
fectly natural that these men should take 
advantage of the law and charge accordingly, 
put what does the farmer gain? Is there a 
farmer in North Hastings who has ever gain- 
ed a single cent by the National Policy? If 
we had perfectly free trade we could buy as 
much for seventy dollars as we now buy for 
an hundred, but in view of our enormous ex- 
penditure perfectly free trade is impossible. 
What wegshould do in this respect is to follow 
‘the example of Great Britain and take bff all 
protective duties—these duties cause the 
greatest loss to the consumer, and when they 
succeed in the object for which they were im- 
po ed they do not yield a cent to the ree

Coxventixe Straw Nr Maxenx. 

In the West the object is to feed one-third 
of the straw stack, and convert the balance 
into manure as rapidly as possible. 
straw trampled under foot by the cattle will 
not thorenghly rot within a year if left to 
iteelf. To rot and fine it, it must be stirred 
about, and the swine can be made to do this 
work. If the hoge~sre fed. on the stray 
once a week they will move the entire mass, 
unless quite deep, rooting after stray grains 
If their noten do not get to the bottom of 
the heap, sharpen a heavy stake and prod it 
through the straw; then withdraw it and 
drop shelled corn or oate into the hole. In 
this way a hole can be made every few feet 
over the pile, and the hogs will 
manure thoroughly. A hog s snout is a very 


cheap and effective manure hook, The hogs | 


must not be allowed to lie on the rotting 
straw, as this is almost sure to produce dis- 
ease among them. They become too warm, 
and then when they come into the cpen air 
they contract colds, catarrhal or pulmonary 


diseases. If the hogs are used as above.

How to get good roads may well be dis- 
cussed by farmers’ clubs during the winter, 
and should be thought about by every far- 
mer. How im t this matter is, is 
shown by the following statement made by 
Mr. Rudolph Hering: A load which one 
horte can draw on level iron rails will re- 
quire, on smooth, level asphalt road, one 
and two-third horses ; on bad Belgian pave- 
ment, three and one-eighth horses ; on good 
cobble-stone road, seven horses; on bad 
cobble-stone road, thirteen horses ; on ordi- 
nary earth road, twenty horses ; on sand 
ee forty horses. 

Good roads not only save horseflesh, but 
vehicles.

Carvers anp Cows.— Henry Stewart, the 
great authority on cattle, believes that a 
calf should never be permitted to suck the 
cow.

Dear Sir, — As I have now finished here 
cutting with the mill, I thought that 
would be pleased to know how it worked 
and what amonnt this mill is able to cut 
when run with proper care. As it is the 
first of this cular style of mill, 25 H. P. 
portable, you have sent to the Rockies, and 
as I have kept an account of all fex of 
running this mill and the amount te out, I 
am able to give you a correct statement of 
what it cost to handle lumber in this part. 
Any of your customers may rely upon the 
truth of my statements. As you are aware 
I left Brantford on the 26th May, the mill 

shipped at the same time. I arrived 

at the Rockies on the 8th of June by way 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway. The mill ar- 
rived on the 12th and on the 2lst we started to 
saw, and by the 8th of November we had cut 
3,500,800 feet.

A New Motor for Steamships.

BELFAST AGAIN DIBGRACED RY A “RR.

xi rar, Jan. 30.—There was terrific 
rioting in the Petershill,Carriekhill and 
Shankhill districts of this city on Sat- 
urday night. Tho trouble originated 
through soldiers belonging to the West 


Urrey regiment insulting a number of 


Catholic civilians. The latter retaliated 
by stoning the soldiers, many ot whom 
were injured. This was followed by 
wholesale arreste,over 100 being locked 
up. A constable engaged in this duty 
was seriously injured by the excited 
crowd. Finally military pickets were 
called out and quiet was restored. This 
evening the rioting was renewed,and at 
this hour the police and mob are ex- 
changing shots. Thirty persons are ro- 
ported killed and 100 more injured. 
ANOTHER VERSION. 
Altogether fifty rioters have been ar- 
rested. The trouble originated on Sat- 
urday night in a row between Protest- 
ants and Catholics. The arrival of the 
police incensed the mob and led to a 
free use of revolvers and stones. The 
police were compelled to fire for their 
own protection. The Mayor and other 
authorities did their best to prevent a 
renewal of tho riot to-night, but without 
success. Only three persons were ar- 
rested to-night. The outbreak to-night 
was caused by the appearance of two 
constables who gave evidence before 
the riots investigation committee. The 
constables were roughly handled and 
reinforcements had to be called out.

Formidable Iron-Clads- 


In addition to a formidable list of gun- 
boats, unarmored cruisers, torpedo cruisers, 
and torpedo- boats the English admiralty has 
in hand two classes of iron-clads that may 
fairly rank as first-rate. The first of these 
~—which might be called the Admiral” 
class, each ship rey | named after some fa. 
mous British admiral—consists of what are 
termed “ barbette ships, from the fashion 
in which the guns are mounted, These are: 
The Anson, Benbow, Camperdown, Colling- 
ieuse 
and Warspite are also ships of the same 
type, but somewhat smaller than the Ad- 
miral class, though in proportionate horse- 
power they are even more formidable. The 
six Admiral“ ships have a tonnage rang- 
ing from 9,150 in the Collingwood to 10, 
000 in the Anson, Benbow and Camperdown; 
and a horse - power ranging from 7,500 in 
the three last named vessels to 11, 150 in the 
Rodney. Each of these ships will be 
mounted with either ten or twelve guns, and 
in every case at least two of these guns will 
be of the 110-ton pattern. The Benbow re- 
cently made her trial trip, and steamed 
70 knots in four hours—an average of 173 
knots an hour, a speed exceeded by very few 
war ships afloat, even counting cruisers 
specially built for speed. And swift as the 
Benbow has shown herself to be, the Colling- 
wood, Howe, Rodney, Warspite, and Im. 
perieuse will be far swift. 

The second class of first-rate iron-clads 
consists of turret-ships. Hitherto English 
turret-ships have been rather slow. The 
Inflexible can scarcely make fourteen knots 
an hour, and the Devastation is still slower. 
But by vastly increasing the proportion of 
horse-power as compared with tonnage the 
admiralty has got over this difliculty. 
While the Devastation, with a tonnage of 
9,330, has only 6,650 horse-power, the Re- 
nown and Sans Pareil, now being construet- 
ed, have a horse-power of not less than 12, 
000, against a tonnage of 10,400. These 
twoships are to be mounted with fifteen 
guns each, these in the turrets being, of 
course, of the largest 9 655 There is also 
another turret-ship, smaller than these, but 
surely a formidable vessel, the Edinburgh, 


Nothing is s noticeable in recent English | 
war-ships as the great proportionate increase | 
of horse-power to tonnage, showing the im- 
portance attached to speed, For tho broad. 
side ships Agincourt and Minotaur the pro- | 
portion of horse-power of tonnage was as six | 
to ten. But this increase of horse-power | 
over tonkage is most, conspicuous. of-all in | 
the torpedo ram Polyphemus, which, with a | 
tonnage of 2,640, has a horse-power of | 
5,520,

iron-clads in Europe. Ships like these cost 
immense sums of money ; but there are not 
afew men in England who would gladly
